Showing no signs of slackening, 


the Russians moved at a pace which 
rivaled the eastward sweep of Hit- 
ler's forces last July over the same 
ground, 


Caught before the Red army on- 


rush and in the cruel grip of the 
wind-driven snows of the Don Cos- 
sack steppes was a mounting toll 
of dead and captured Germans— 
more than 43,000. 


Adding new villages to the 300 al- 


ready recaptured, the Russians oc- 
cupied many of the airdromes on 
the steppes from which the Ger- 
mans have been flying huge trans- 
ports to supply 22 trapped divisions 
in the Don-Volga corridor at Stal- 
ingrad. 


The Germans were being forced 


progressively to move these bases 
back toward the Rostov area, 250 
miles from Stalingrad. As the aerial 
supply route lengthened, the Ger-

momentum furnished by the first 
tanks ever used by the allies in the 
Buna theater, Americans and Aus- 
tralians had achieved these gains 
early today:

In a far-reaching opinion, the su- 
preme court ruled today that Ne- 
vada divorces, tinder present law 
and the constitution, must be rec- 
ognized by other states.

Douglas delivered the

that North Carolina Is required un- 
der existing lav/ to recognize Ne- 
vada divorces obtained by a North 
Carolina man -and woman

respective spouses

their marriages to each other.

tice Douglas said "has a rightful 
End legitimate concern In the mari- 
tal status of persons domiciled In 
Its borders.

ment of marital responsibilities ave 
hut a few of commanding problems 
in the field of domestic relations 
with which th2 state must deal. 


"Thus it is plain that each state 


by virtue of Its command over its 
domlcillaries and its large interest 
in the institution of marriage can 
alter within its own borders the 
marriage status of thp spouse do- 
miciled there, even though the oth 
cr spouse is absent."

Fahrenheit reduces the dinner ta- 
ble weight seven pounds. Tho loss 
Is in fluids and fats. 
Cooking at 


250 degrees saves about five pounds 
ot this loss. 


If rationing ig at the dates fixed 


in

estimates, 


that saving is equal to the entire 
ration of two adults for a week-

low temperature cooking is 


much slower.

Filling station owners no longer 


T/ill be required to call In person 
of the of flee of the Navarro coun- 
ty war price and rationing board 
In order to exchange retail gaso- 
line coupons for a bulk purchase 
certificate, but may handle such 
transactions 
by mall, 
Wilbur 
Wright, chairman ol the Navarro 
county board, announced today. 
"This change In procedure has 


boon worked out by the OPA in 
order to save filling station oper- 
ators from unnecessary driving," 
Mr. Wright explained. 


Ho pointed out that filling sta- 


tion owners, especially those in ru- 
ral districts or In towns at a dis- 
tance from the county sent here- 
tofore were obliged to make spec- 
ial trips to the county war price 
and rationing board office In Cor- 
sicana in order to make this ex- 
change, then had to return to 
their filling stations with the prop- 
er bulk purchase certificates be- 
fore they could replenish 
theiv 
stocks from gasoline delivery tank 
wagons. 


"All 
filling stations may now 
make this exchange of coupons 
for certificates 
by 
mall," Mr. 
Wright added, "and a self-address- 
ed, stcraped envelope should accom- 
pany each group of coupons, for 
use of the board in mailing back 
the exchanged certificate to the 
applicant. 
When the certificate is 


received by the licensed distribut- 
or his agent, it must be signed by 
him before it becomes valid." 
He advised the use of. registered 
mall in handling this exchange of 
coupons because under the regula- 
tions there is no procedure for re- 
placement of lost coupons in the 
hands of a licensed gasoline dis- 
tributor.

They have done fine 
work, and have been encouraged in 
this by the Grand Senussl, who Is 
the head of the Senussi sect and 
also Is widely recognized as the 
temporal leader of all Libyans. 


Now with the flight of the Italian 


colonists, the Libyans have taken 
over the farms lock stock and bar- 
rel. They declare that never again 
will they give them up. and follow- 
ing the leadership of the Grand 
Senussl they are appealing 
that 


their independence as a nation be 
granted them under the Roosevelt- 
Churchill Atlantic charter. 


When you have all the pieces of 


this jigsaw puzzle, you can see 
what impelled the Italian colonists 
to abandon their farms and flee. 
Doubtless they sensed that Mus- 


solini is nearlng his end and no 
longer could protect them. 


As you look across the rolling 


fields you some way get a feeling 
of finality about_the scene.
